The convention was called to order, and the first 
business was a report by PAT T00KEY, the State Chairman, on the 
draft resolution and the 1960 Party program. This report was 
pretty much down the line with the decisions of the National 
Convention. It was favorably received by the delegates arid was 
accepted.

JAMES JACKSON 
y and PHIL BART came to the New Jersey Convention from the 
National Office. Instead of forty or forty-five people 
being present, just twenty- three or twenty- four came. It 
could be expecte d that som e people in unions and peace 
groups, like the l I from Trenton, would not appear at tb 

the convention. In view of references made to the HEYMANs b7c 
recently, PAT TOO HEY had mentioned the possibility that they 
could be drawn on for some position in the Party. LEW MOROZE 
said no inasmuch as the HEYMANs are disturbed and upset as 
they have noted people observing their house and following 
them. They believe it is the FBI, so they are afraid. 

J. SPENCER KENNARD, SAM PECK and JESSIE PARKISH 
met PAT TOOHJ3Y at the Pennsylvania Railroad Station in Newark 
as no address for the location of the convention was given over 
the phone. MARY PANELLA , PHIL BART and some others were also 
to come to the railroad station but only the above three came 
at the appointed time. PHIL BART was .advised by phone to meet 
at the desk of the Pennsylvania Railroad Station in Newark, but 
when BART had not appeared by 10; 00 a.m. they left for the con- 
vention, which had been scheduled to start at 9; 30 a.m. When 
they arrived at the Labor Cooperative Hall on Ann Street in 
Harrison, New Jersey, at 10j30 a.m. only LOTTIE^ GORDON and FRANK 
WITKUS were present. TOO HEY had to go back to the station in 
-order to locate BART and JAMES JACKSON. BART made up a story 
of waiting in a restaurant since 9s 00 a.m. as that was where he 
understood they were to meet. T00HEY asked BART if there was 
a railroad desk in the restaurant, BART and JACKSON evidently 
took a second breakfast and expected everyone to wait for them. 
That is the background for the opening of the convention. 

Due to events the convention session therefore 
• had to be slimmed down. Not knowing earlier whether anyone 
from the National Office was coming or not, PAT TG0HEY had 
decided to cover some of what transpired at the National 
Convention. Inasmuch as BART and JACKSON made an appearance 
TOOHEY asked them if they would like to speak on the National 
Convention, but they said they did not want to. They hemmed 
and hawed and said they would rather just take part in the 
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discussions as things came up. It was evident that Rations 
were cool and strained between LOTTIE GORDON, LEW MOROZE and 
PAT TOOHEY on one hand and BART and JACKSON on the other. 
So LOTTIE GORDON, PAT TOOHEY and LEW MOROZE proceeded to handle 
the matter themselves in their own way. It was decided that 
•just two main points would be handled at the convention. 
First, a general report by PAT TOOHEY; second, what could be 
done about an Section of a new leadership. 

Small as the group at the convention was, s* 1 * 1 
it was a good convention. There was a good spirit. A lot 
of people, instead of thinking the small group was due to 
absenteeism, just felt it was planned that way for security 
and similar reasons. They assumed certain people were told 
to just stay away. 

This was the general background as TOOHEY opened 
the meeting. He called attention to the fact that he had no 
unified report to give; just his own remarks and not an 
approved report because the leadership had not been able to 
function properly for six months. He stated there were no 
proposals or resolutions to present for vote as the leadership 
had not been actively working and because on four occasions 
the National Office had failed to send anyone to New Jersey 
State CP Board meetings to assist the leadership. T00 «?J„_, 
suggested a two point agenda, and this was approved. MOROZE 
was elected Chairman as planned in order to prevent the mix-up 
which occurred at the last convention session. The meeting 
really didn*t get underway until lis 00 a.m. although it had 
been scheduled for 9s 30 a.m. 

TOOHEY 's remarks lasted about one hour, the first 
two-thirds of which he read from written notes and the latter 
third was made without notes. The latter third dealt with 
problems of internal administration , leadership, committees, 
etc. It also covered consolidation, that is a policy of con- 
centration and withdrawing into a circle and fanning out 
from the circle (Newark) rather than taking on a big state- 
wide business . 

At this point, sort of a desultory type discussion 
took place, in Party terms a good searching discussion. Up 
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to 3s 30 or 4 i 00 p.m. ©veryon© spok© one way or another 
except for young DAVE REED and th© unknown elderly Jewish 
woman. Some spoke five minutes, some ten, some twenty, 
all pnfiitivft un&eiaheiez and no quarrelsomeness was exhibited. 
Evenf — — Uade a sweet, helpful type of speech ' bfo 
req ws < uj.ng uai, awJe educational work he done. There was b7C 
no sign of the quarrelsome , argumentative type discussion 
which characterized th© November convention session involv- 
ing NORMAN and BRANDT. All made an effort to go along with 
TOOHEY's report, to follow the line so to speak. Even JOE 
BRANDT made a good speech. 

TOOHEY's report, therefore, was highly complimented 
as very sound and as along the line that was needed. Even 
BRANDT complimented the report and NORMAN hypocritically 
stated that it was very sound. Actually the report boxed 
them in, and it was impossible for them to find anything wrong 
with it. JOE BRANDT was completely changed. He used to be 
indistinguishable from JOHN NORMAN. Possibly this may be due 
to pressure from CHJS HALL. 

Everything went smoothly until late in the day. 
JOHN NORMAN likes to lay back until the end so that people 
won* t be able to take him up as he goes along. Then he 
tries to reopen the entire discussion at the end of the meet- 
ing, causing everything to terminate in an uproar. So JOHST 
NORMAN spoke last as usual. He was preceded by JAMES JACKSON 
from the National Office. PHII* BART didn't talk at all, and 
it was just as well that he didn't. 

JACKSON's speech was a wandering oratorical review 
of the main outlook of the Party on peace, co-existence and 
rebuilding the organisation. It was non-controversial even 
to the right wing and steered away from any polemical argumenta- 
tive issues. It ran along the line of a pleasing lecture. Three 
or four times in th© course of his remarks, he referred to 
TOOHEY's report in an approving manner; for example, stating 
"As Comrade Toohey said — which is correct, etc." indicating 
it was in full accord with th© national view. JACKSON's speech 
can b© scored as. no hits, no runs, no errors. 

Then JOHN NORMAN spoke. He had prepared a written 
speech, which is unusual at a convention, and which indicated 
h© was going to cover what h© wanted to talk about regardless 1 
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of the course the convention had taken* By his speech NGRMAN 
onEy did a job on himself* His speech was a carefully pre- 
pared 3 carefully drawn up presentation of the sight wisag 
revisionist line which th© Party has thrown out* Even a dope 
could see he was "the last soldier of the Confederacy ©till, 
holding out and waving his flag/* His speech was a raising 
anew of all the defeated views and arguments of JOHN GATES* 
MARTHA STONE f etc* He vigorously attacked the local leader- 
ship and charged an autocracy of intrigue, a conspiracy 
against the members of the Party; but as he spoke he mad© it 
unmistakably clear he was fighting this leadership because 
it was fighting for the policy which he detests • 

NORMAN went on to trace step by step what has 
happened in the Party for the last three years. The picture 
he drew was one that GATES draws* This is that the 16th 
National Convention has been reversed and the leadership 
seised by a leftist sectarian crowd who commenced to derail 
the Party* Here what NORMAN was doing was really attacking 
the national setup, but he raised the hope that things might 
improve and that the people who fought against this setup 
were justified, meaning himself* He did TOOHEY a further 
favor by the snide way in which he attacked GUS HALL* 

HALL, in his speech to the last National Convention, 
used a quotation from DOSTOEVSKI to describe what happens to 
a person who loses stability and how he degenerates to a me&n, 
little * sniveling person* HALL used this to describe the 
natural process by which a person who allows little* mean^ 
nasty things to color his viewpoint goes from bad to worse * 
builds one injury upon another* always griping and complain- 
ing* The individual becomes subjective t gets lost from 
things. This quotation which HALL used pertains to people 
like NORMAL* 

NORBJAN mentioned HALL*s quotation and said yes he 
has deteriorated but that the conditions in the Party caused 
it* He snidely attacked HALL saying I don ? t know why HALL 
should dignify our literature with quotations from DOSTOEVSKI 
and why DOSTOEVSKI f s view© should have any weight in our Party* 
DOSTOEVSKI was an anti-semi te* anti-revolution and was against 
the working class* 
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You could see that JOE BRANDT was perturbed by 
NORMAN's talk. NORMAN said he preferred a quotation from 
GEORGE BERNARD SHAW. He went on and on for about twenty 
to thirty minutes. He would not bend. He would go on as in 
the past, one person against the whole Party arguing to bend 
the Party to his line of thinking. His speech did more to 
finish him than anythingffSould say. If NORMAN is finished, 
it was his own doing and maybe he wants it that way. 

NORMAN then launched a violent attack against the 
local leadership. He did not deal in personalities, but 
everyone knew he meant PAT TOOHEY, LOTTIE GORDON and LEW 
MOROZE. That was the nature of his speech and the way he 
left it j that he will go on fighting and will refuse to go 
along. He charged that they were prostituting the CP. All 
this was said in dainty language. 

No one answered NORMAN who obviously wanted to cause 

an uproar. 

LEW MOROZE, PAT TOOHEY and LOTTIE GORDON exchanged 
notes as to what to do about NORMAN 8 s speech, and it was 
decided to let it pass, to let it go and wait until the 
elections. They agreed and decided to see if BART and JACKSON 
would make some comment, but they made none. 

There was a break in the convention at this point 
and TOOHEY, GORDON and MOROZE went off in a corner with BART 
and JACKSON to discuss two points ; one, what about NORMAN s 
speech, and two, how to approach the matter of the electxon 
of the leadership. LOTTIE GORDON and LEW MOROZE. sharply pro- 
posed that JACKSON and BART answer NORMAN. They did not see 
how they could avoid answering him. BART and JACKSON equxvocat- 
ed. They wanted to let the matter pass feeling that the con- 
vention was going okay. LOTTIE GORDON became heated and said 
that this was NORMAN v s usual violent attack on the leadership 
and that how could the new leadership act starting out with 
this type of smear against them. TOOHEY and MOROZE also agreed 
that BART and JACKSON must make a statement, must answer nokmam, 
but they continued to refuse so TOOHEY, GORDON and MOROZE 
shrugged and let the matter drop. However, TOOHEY said that 
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it was very odd that NORMAN could hit at the national setup 
of the CP under the guise, of attacking the local New Jersey 
leadership and that neither BART n® JACKSON would answer 
him. They stated they just didn't want to get involved. It 
was very clear that they didn't come to the convention to 
support the local leadership even though they were under 
attack themselves. 

The next matter was what to do regarding the elections 
since no proposals had been made. They agreed to elect eight 
people to the State Committee with the policy that five more 
would be elected by designated areas after the elections at 
the convention, and that the thirteen so designated would con- 
stitute the known State Committee of the New Jersey CP. 

Then LEW HOROZE raised the question of the election 
of a New Jersey State Chairman. He stated that it was the 
tradition in the New Jersey CP that the convention elect the 
State Chairman. However, inasmuch as PAT TOOHEY had not agreed 
to accept the position of State Chairman it was difficult to 
determine what should be done. JACKSON and BART stated that 
this was not a matter of concern and that the recent National 
Convention rules call for the election of the State Committee 
by a convention and then the election of state officers by 
the State Committee. Just because New Jersey always elected 
its State Chairman at a convention didn't mean that it couldn't 
be changed according to BART and JACKSON. 

LOTTIE GORDON argued that the New Jersey State Con- 
vention should elect a State Chairman and that it should be 
PAT TOOHEY. She stated that PAT TOOHEY didn't want to run, 
and she could see his point in not wishing to do so. GORD ON 
then brough t up the matter of CLARENCE COGGINS I I b6 

I [ and asked BART and JACKSON what they were trying b7c 

to do over at the National Office and that if this matter 
were brought to the attention of the New Jersey comrades, there 
would be trouble. 



JACKSON told GORDON that the COGGINSl | 

matter was nothing to get upset over, that it was an accident 
and that all kinds of people come to the National Office. 
Sometimes HALL didn't know the background concerning certain 
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matters, Just knows a little. So he sits in to determine 

what the problem is. JACKSON said when he heard that HALL 

and stom a neonlfi— at ±ha_ National Office had consulted with hfi 

CQGGIMs T I he knew it was a mistake and would "® 

have so advised HALL. JACKSON claimed that if HALL had known b / C 

more about the situation that the problem would not have come 

up again. A discussion between PAT TOOHEY, LOTTIE GORDON and 

LEW MOROZE on one hand and PHIL BART and JAMES JACKSON on 

the other broke up at this point with the decision that any 

answer to NORMAN would have to be made by the first three 

named and that the convention would not elect a State 

Chairman. In effect, they had no State Chairman. 

It was evident from the actions of JACKSON and BART 
that they did not want to become involved and that they 
desired a different setup in New Jersey; however, they don't 
know how to arrange it. The New Jersey leadership is too 
critical. They are not yes men, not faceless people. BART 
and JACKSON don't want this type of leadership anywhere. They 
will try over the long run to recreate the one they want. 
Historically, PAT TOOHEY has never been a yes man, and LOTTIE 
GORDON and LEW MOROZE don't fit in either as they are more 
leftist in their point of view, closer to the FOSTER view. 
They look on the present national leadership with a questioning 
gaze. BART and JACKSON don't want this situation in any district 
where it may show up. 

Convention business opened again and lacking proposals 
the convention was summarized up to that point. A series of 
motions put up by DAVE VINES, who was head of the Resolutions 
Committee, were all adopted after discussion. The first two 
motions were that this convention adopt and endorse (1) the 
policy of the National Convention, (2) the report of its 
State Chairman in both its proposals and outlook. These 
motions were unanimously adopted with JOHN NORMAN voting 
"present", not for or against or abstaining; in effect, he 
was opposed. Next VINES put forth what would be worked out 
at the next meeting of the State Committee; a detailed plan 
of work for the State Party particularly relating to the 
1960 elections, the peace campaign, Negro work, and on rebuild- 
ing the Party with reference to increasing members , dues payments, 
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the consolidation of operation of CP clubs and of putting on 
a campaign to increase the membership ten per cent within 
sixty days* Also this plan should outline an educational 
committee 9 wide use of literature and the building up of 
"The Worker" by ten per cent also in the same sixty day 
period* In regard to "The Worker" they were to prepare a 
plan for the new fund drive starting in February * These 
were the basic proposals VINES madeo Other odds and ends 
were not important, such as paying close attention to the 
present anti-semi tic campaign with its symbol daubing, etCo 
VINES also mentioned arrangements to send greetings to PHIL 
KOHLBACKER who is back in the hoanital , and acceptance was 
made of the proposal of I I that a youth club bb 

of the Party be immediately formed and that the State ^ir 
Committee assign a member to meet with this young group 
constantly o All of these matters were adopted after dis- 
cussion and clarification. There was no disagreement on 
these points * 

'Ujh^a, came the second matter or question relating 
to leadership^'^OROZE presented a general proposal , a policy 
of concentration/ of slimming down the general reach and the 
election of the State Committee in two parts « 

It was not referred to but it was generally under- 
stood that there would be a larger State Committee and other 
steps taken to include people who could not be elected open- 
ly o All understood that all elected here would be the State 
Committee of the Party but that other additions would be 
quietly made* In regard to the policy of concentration, it 
was agreed to concentrate on Essex 9 Hudson and Union Counties. 
There would be a melding together of the Essex County leader- 
ship and state leadership working on this concentration. This 
proposal was scocepted unanimously after discussion . 

Next nomirmttons commenced for the ni&® people to 
be elected to the State Committee. There were about thirteen 
nominated and four declined, leaving nine. SOPHIE FITZGERAUJ 
declined 9 JOHN NORMAN declined (somebody accidentally nominat- 
ed him), old man MARCUS (last name unknown) and SAM PECK 
also declined o PECK thought he could do better as one of the 
regional five to be selected later rather than to bump off 
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WALTER BARRY who was more entitled to the position. LOTTIE 
GORDON declined on the basis cf moving to New York* She 
did not know when she would move but that it would be soon* 
She stated she could not afford to be organizationally tied 
up* She claimed that her moving to New York was due to her 
daughter's going to college and her husband 9 s work in New 
York* She agreed to help in every way she can but that it 
would not be fair for her to accept a position and then leave 
the state* 

That still left nine nominees* and there was 
considerable talk about electing nine* This was caused by 
BRANDT stating when he was nominated that he was also moving 
to New York* He also did not know when he would move but 
stated that it would be sometime between now and June* However, 
he was willing to accept the nomination with it understood 
that he will be leaving* The question was should they elect 
eight of the nine people running inasmuch as the ninth person 
was going to New York* It was agreed* after discussion, to 
place the slate of nine people all together for election* In 
summation* it was agreed to elect nine persons to the State 
Committee at the convention plus five later* and that the 
original nine will decline to eight later when JOE BRANDT 
, goes to New York* 

Just as voting was to begin for the slate of nine 
people* DAVE VINES arose and said he did not want to see it 
handled this way* He would want to discuss some of the 
nominees* He regretted that there was no contest and hopes 
that at the next convention there will be a contest to 
choose the best out of a number of people* VINES spoke in a 
modest way, derogatory off himself * VINES did not qualify him- 
self as of the stature required of a person in the state 
leadership but agreed to accept due to the shortage of candi- 
dates* VINES then said he would like to say something about 
PAT TOOHEY* He did npt feel that TOOHEY should be just 
elected without some word about hfe part in the Party for the 
last two years* VINES called attention to the considerable 
attacks and negative treatment, as he put it* From there 
he went on with a considerable diseis&s&iOB of the debt the 
Party in New Jersey owes to PAT TOOHEY and how almost single- 
handedly TOOHEY kept the Party alive here and that the members 
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of the Party recognize his tremendous personal and political 
contributions. He went on for som® time giving high praise 
to TOOHEY and indicated that this is the view of all the 
members in Newark. 

Then LEW MOROZE said h® felt obliged to speak and 
spoke in a general way mentioning no names but in general 
terms mentioned negative elements who occupy themselves by 
trying to demoralize the Party. He spoke of their great 
egotism in placing themselves against an entire organization. 
Everyone knew that he meant JOHN NORMAN. MOROZE stated that 
such elements in the Party cannot place themselves against 
the Party and its unanimous decisions, that the organization 
is through once and for all allowing the democracy of the 
Party to derail it. 

Then MOROZE commenced speaking of PAT TOOHEY along 
the same lines as VINES. He stated that while PAT TOOHEY 
has weaknesses , being occasionally subjective personally , 
still PAT TOOHEY °s role has been positive and one whteh no 
one could have performed. It is unfair when anyone 

seeks to defame and block the work by trying to destroy 
PAT TOOHEY* s work. He stated that the Party supports TOOHEY, 
appreciates his help and hopes that some problems which exist 
will be resolved which will make it possible for PAT TOOHEY 
to be State Chairman again. At this point, a lot of people 
began to look at each other. MOROZE stated that he believes 
his opinion is the same opinion that everyone else in the 
Party holds except for one or two, and if the National Office 
has any other view os? understanding then they have a wrong 
view. In effect, MOROZE was telling the National Office that 
all were behind TOOHEY except possibly BRANDT and NORMAN. It 
was a warm political and personal testimonial to TOOHEY and 
an attack on NORMAN and BRANBT and any others who have refuse 
ed go along. 

There were three or four other speeches, sort of 
a revival type meeting at this point. I ~ „ 

name unknown) spoke, JACK 0STERWEI1. spoke and JESSIE.PARRISH 
spoke. PARRISH relatod how h© and TOOHEY had worked together 
fifteen years ago in Michigan. 
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Then JpHN NORMAN spoke and up to this point TOOHEY 
had decided to just let NORMAN go unanswered. However, 
NORMAN in a few words mentioning no names and speaking of 
the New Jersey leadership in a general way, made extremely 
offensive remarks. He left the impression that the new 
leadership must be different from the old autocratic, 
bureaucratic intrigues and suppression of the members* views. 
He repeated what he had said earlier but now he was making 
direct charges, and PAT TOOHEY decided to answer him, to let 
him have it, unity or no unity. 

TOOHEY spoke for the first few minutes on his 
experiences in the district, the job of keeping the Party in 
New Je rsey, the forces ag ainst them, MARTHA STONE on the 
right. I l and COGGINS on the left, a broken b6 

organization all around. He described how most people b7C 
responded for the Party, had stood up to be counted, fought 
valiantly to repair the damage and to go forward. He then 
indicated there were several who kept the flags of the old 
fight flying and set themselves up as the leaders of a fight 
actually designed to smash the Party. Without mentioning 
NORMAN by name, although everyone knew he was speaking of 
NORMAN, TOOHEY painted him as an inside man of the right wing, 
as a person attempting to demoralize and wreck the Party, as 
one who uses the facilities of the Party and its free speech 
in order to break it up. He painted the picture that only 
the Party* s external and internal enemies are interested in 
this. He stated that certain people, in the last two years, 
had not lifted a. finger to help, had not attended meetings, 
had not subscribed to the paper and had carried on a vicious, 
unremitting fight. TOOHEY stated that as of this day it must 
end. Henceforth no one would be permitted to do this. He 
characterized these people as windbags and neurotics, if not 
worse, and as lost people. He said the Party would unite 
warmly with them or anyone else on plans to build the Party 
and that nothing else would be permitted. These remarks 
were very headed and quite a vicious public attack on NORMAN 
and the first time this type of public attack had taken place. 

If NORMAN thinks from here on out that he will 
pursue his line, TOOHEY has publicly stated that he will no 
longer be permitted to do so. 
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The effect of TOOHEY 0 s speech was to show NORMAN as 
a right winger pressing his right wing line to paralyze and, 
if possible, block the Party. It was the kind of speech to 
finish JOHN NORMAN once and for all, and he asked for it with 
his own speech. TOOHEY ? s speech was warmly applauded. NORMAN 
had no support whatsoever. JOB BRANDT sent a note to PAT 
TOOHEY saying this speech washes up NORMAN completely. 

After this the voting for the State Committee took 
place, and the slate of nine was elected unanimously with 
NORMAN refusing to vote. The nine elected were PAT TOOHEY, 
.LBW MORQgE, JACK OSTERTOlJ, _□ 
J JOE BRANDT, ART OWENS and DAVE VINES. Thxs slate was 



elected unanimously. b6

Next « I I (last name unknown) raised the 

question why not elect a State Chairman. She wanted to 
nominate and elect PAT TOOHEY as State Chairman and could not 
understand why not. DAVE VINES said the same thing and that 
he could not understand the pulling and tugging and wanted an 
explanation. 

It was lamely explained by BART and JACKSON that the 
new National Convention calls for all state officers to be 
elected by and accountable to the State Committee. Therefore, 
the State Committee should do the electing of a State Chairman 
and the other officers. Otherwise, if the officers were 
elected by a convention, the officers might feel that they 
were only accountable to the next state convention and not 
accountable to the formally elected and functioning State 
Committee . 

It was then asked if they could adopt a motion 
instructing the State Committee to elect PAT TOOHEY, and it 
was agreed that this could be done? therefore, this motion 
was made and adopted? "That this State Convention expresses 
the view to the State Committee that they should follow the 
desires of the State Convention by nominating and electing 
Pat Toohey as the New Jersey Communist Party State Chairman. 

TOOHEY was very glad to hear this as it demonstrated 
to BART and JACKSON from the National Office that the convention 
is strongly and unanimously for TOOHEY and that the National 
Office is not messing around with a weak man. 

r 
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There were no discussions concerning matters in 
New York and BART said that JACKSON was sick, and he wished 
to get him back to New York as quickly as possible. 

The nine member State Committee of the New Jersey 
CP elected at this convention plans to meet on January 20, 
1960 s to elect an additional five members from the following 
areas. The names of these individuals are not known but the 
five areas are: 

(1) Paterson area 

(2) Bergen County 

(3) Union - Middlesex Counties 

(4) Mercer - Camden Counties 

(5) Farm area 

Some overall observations concerning the New Jersey 
CP State Convention on January 17, 1960, are as follows s 

It appears that JOB BRANDT concludes that JOHN 
NORMAN is through and that BRANDT had better abandon any ideas 
of supporting NORMAN. 

PAT TOOHBY is in a very unenviable position as the 
head of a setup that is falling apart. He is on a hot spot 
and a target for any arrows and darts anyone wants to throw. 
He is in a position of being pushed backward and downward 
and unable to move upward. It is difficult to predict what 
will happen. JOE BRANDT can still windbag. NORMAN is still 
able to obstruct, and LOTTIE GORDON, one of TOOHEY's strongest 
V 7 pillars, is leaving New Jersey. With the PHIL BART situation 
\i being what it is, TOOHBY could just end up cleaned out. 

' LOTTIE GORDON, in her speech, took everyone to task 

for their callousness. She stated that none of the comrades 
would help her when she was in trouble (fire at residence) 
and that the neighbors had to take them in. Actually, LOTTIE 
and DAVE GORDON have seized on this situation as a good 
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excuse for a finals breakaway. They see the deterioration 
and do not want to toe leaders in a folding organization 

doing a lot of work and getting nowhere. Therefore, they 
want to blame the callousness of others as their reason tov 
getting out. 

This convention was catered by JOHN KARAKOS who 
prepared lunch for thirty persons; however, only twenty- 
four were in attendance*

GREEN has indicated that he desires less intellectual 
and more working class leadership in the CP. 

HA ALAND, NORMAN

HALL has not been identified with any 
factionalist group within the CP and has repeatedly 
spoken out against factionalism and has stated it is 
the responsibility of the leadership to eradicate 
factionalism in the Party. 

HATHAWAY, CLARENCE 

HATHAWAY is a newly elected at large member 
of the NC. m addition, HATHAWAY has been elected Chairman 
of the New York District of the CP. 

He presently resides in San Francisco, but 
is expected to move to New York in the near future. 
HATHAWAY prior to his recent move to California in the 
latter part of 1959 held the position of Chairman 
of the Minnesota-Dakotas District Committee for Education 
and propaganda and was continudMLy*- consulted by CP 
leaders in that District concerning all high level 
problems.

HEALEY, DOROTHY 

HEALEY was re-elected as a member of the NC, 
representing the Southern California District. 

The future of HEALEY as a leader of the 
Southern,! California District and consequently as 
member of the NC remains in doubt. 

In early December, 1959, and on occasions 
since HEALEY said she has no intention of running 
again for any position of leadership in the- Southern 
California Distirct. She has indicated she would 
remain active in the Party, however, and would accept 
club assignments. There have been contrary reports 
received that HEALED has made the statement to the' 
effect that leadership in the CP is her "Calling 
or destiny", indicating she intends to continue in 
leadership. It is the considered opinion of one 
informant that HEALEY will not step out of leadership* 

She apparently is in accord with the National 
Leadership at the present time and has been involved 
in no serious disputes with the leadership for several 
months, it is to be noted that the National Leadership 
wants her to continue as the Chairman of the Southern 
California District. 
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JACKSON j JAMES E. 

JACKSON was re-elected as an at large 
member of the NC and given the title of National 
Secretary for the South and membership oil the 
five man secretariat. 

In addition to the foregoing, JACKSON 
has been made Editor of "The Worker". 

JACKSON has been considered a middle 
of the roader and usually follows the lead of 
EUGENE DENNIS c . Prior to the National Convention JACKSON 
did not think to highly of GUS HALL and did not 
feel he had earned the top post in the Party. He has 
been at odds with BEN DAVIS on most aspects of Party 
work. 

As Editor of "The Worker" he has decided 
on numerous changes on the staff, not personnel 
wise, but on an operative basis. 

JOHNSON, ARNOLD 

JOHNSON is a newly elected at large 
member <>f the NC. He is currently the newly elected 
Vice Chairman of the New York State CP and continues 
to be active in legislative work for the Party. 

It appears that JOHNSON continues to align 
himself with the DAVIS faction. 

KRCHMAREK, ANTHONY 

KRCHMAREK was re-elected a member of the NC, 
representing the Ohio> District. 

KRCHMAREK continues to favor the left 
faction group and is a strong supporter of GUS HALL. 
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KRCHMAREK has taken an active part in 
industrial matters particularly in regard to the steel 
Workers , within his District.

KUSHNER was re-elected as a member of 
the NC, representing the Illinois District. 

KUSHNER attended the National Convention 
^as a nominee of the Illinois delegation. However, 
prior to his nomination, KUSHNER was defeated in the 
first vote taken for the caucus slate of the Illinois- 
delegation. He received only four votes, and his name was 
placed in nomination on the caucus slate only after 
CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT and other Illinois party leaders 
interceded and persuaded one of the successful nominees, 
to withdraw, KUSHNER was reported as emotionally shaken 
and on the verge of tears at the time that he was 
defeated in the original vote by the Illinois delegation. 

In discussions on the future leadership of 
the Illinois CP, there has been no determination as 
to the exact position which KUSHNER will hold. The 
only position which he seems certain to retain is 
that of Illinois Editor of "The Worker" and he may be 
considered for the title of Midwest Editor of the 
paper when plans to revive the Midwest edition are 
carried out. KUSHNER may face some opposition from 
FLO HALL, if he attempts to continue In his dominant 
position over the Industrial Sections of the Illinois 
party. It would appear that his past work in Party 
leadership and position on the NC will probably 
assure him some role in future operations of the 
Illinois party leadership.

He was successful in bringing about 
unity in the committee which prepared this 
resolution in spite of considerable controversy 
which was mainly attributed to the supporters of the 
"left wing" viewpoint. 

LIGHTFOOT has stated that GUS HALL should 
realize that a collective leadership was chosen 
for the Party and that HALL should not attempt 
to downgrade the role of EUGENE DENNIS in the 
leadership. 

LIGHTFOOT traveled to NYC on the weekend 
of 1/9 and 10/60, for the purpose of attending the 
New York State Convention and opposing the efforts 
of BEN DAVIS to control the election of the New York 
District leadership. 

LIGHTFOOT, GERALDYNE 

LIGHTFOOT is a newly elected at large 
member of the NC. She has been recently named Press 
Director of the Illinois CP. 

It is noted that GERALDYNE LIGHTFOOT received 
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the highest vote in the election of delegates to 
the National Convention which was held at the 
First Session of the Illinois Convention. She has 
been a member of the Party for more than 20 years and 
during the time that her husband was in an underground 
status she adopted the unofficial status of leader 
.of the Illinois Party. Some of her methods and practices 
during that period reportedly alienated a number of 
Illinois Party members. Bqwejjfer, since the return of 
her husband to open party leadership, she has assumed 
a secondary role. 

LIGHTF00T has served as Chairman of the 
West Side Section, the largest Community Section of the 
Illinois CP. However, she gave up her position in the 
Spring of 1959, ostensibly for the purpose of devoting 
more time to other Party assignments. Later developments 
indicated, however, that she may have given up her 
position in order to spend the summer months operating 
a resort owned by the LIGHTFOOTS . . She was the subject 
of some criticism in the past for this activity and 
may arouse even more controversy if she should attempt to 
follow the same procedure during the summer months 
of i960. 

She has not been identified as a supporter 
of either the "right-wing" or "left wing" viewpoints 
in internal Party discussions. Her principal interest 
is in Negro work and she has done a lot of work in 
mass organizations, 

LIMA, ALBERT "MICKEY" 

LIMA was re-elected a member of the NC, 
representing the Northern California District. 

LIMA in the recent past has been giving 
special attention to the Party you&h ^program, as a 
means of strengthening the organization. 
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LUMER, HYMAN 

LUMER was re -elected an at large member 
of the NC and given the title of National Educational 
Secretary and membership on the Five Man Secretariat. 
He is also responsible for the CP, USA Youth program, 
LUMER does a great deal of speaking, writing and editing 
for the Party and his duties frequently take him 
to different parts of the country. 

LUMER is a close associate and friend 
of GUS HALL who has resided in LUMER' s apartment 
when he, HALL, was in NYC. LUMER has supported 
HALL in his rise to the leadership spot in the CP 
and it is generally felt that LUMER exercises 
some influence with regard to HALL's decisions. 

MC ADORY, MILDRED (EDELMAN) 

MC ADORY was re-elected as an at large 
member of the NC. She is a member of the Harlem 
Regional Committee of the CP. MC ADORY has been 
proposed for membership on the National Negro 
Commission and National Women *s Commission of the 
CP. 

MC ADORY has aligned herself with 
BEN DAVIS in the struggles within the New York State 
CP, 

MEYERS, GEORGE 

MEYERS was re-elected as an at large 
member of the NC. 

Following the National Convention MEYER 
stated that he would rather see GUS: HALL running 
the CP than EUGENE DENNIS, since it was his opinion 
that DENNIS has ^v? had a tendency to shy away 
from problems and avoid disagreements* According to 
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MEYERS, this action by DENNIS resulted in unsolved 
problems and unanswered questions. 

MEYERS acted as Chairman of the Press 
Committee during the 17th National Convention, 

MITCHELL, CHARLENE 

MITCHELL was re-elected a member of the 
NC, representing the Southern California District, 
She continues to serve as Chairman of the Youth 
Commission of the Southern California Distinct'" and 
is still the most extreme left wing member among the 
members of the NC in Los Angeles. 

MITCHELL'S main interest continues to be 
the creation of a CP youth organization nationally as 
well as locally. As a Negro, MITCHELL is extremely 
interested in the Party' s ' policy with regard to the 
Negro question. She has at times violently disagreed with 
the national leadership in their attitude toward the 
Negro problem. 

NABRIED, TH OMAS 

NABRIED was re-elected a member of the 
NC, representing the Eastern Pennsylvania and Delaware 
District. He continues to be District Chairman and 
the only full*. time employee in the District. 

NABRIED appears to faithfully attempt to 
follow through in this District with the CP National 
office directives and programs. He has been plagued 
with organizational problems and is attempting to 
reorganize, the District. His stated needs are a 
capable District Secretary and a District Treasurer. 

NELSON, BURT GALE 

NELSON was re-elected a member of the NC, 
representing the Washington District. 
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• NELSON in the past has been descMbed 
as -a middle of the roader. It has been reported that 
.GUS; HALL and NELSON are very closely aligned 
politically.

of the NO. 

It is noted that during the election 
of delegates to the National Convention held at 
the Southern California District Convention in 
November, 1959, FESST. received ar. unanimous vote 
as a delegate. This support has given PERRY new 
hopes for victory in the race for the position 
of Chairman of the District. PERRY has attempted 
to solitlfy the Negro delegates and has many other 
delegates as possible behind him in order to 
win the position. 

PERRY'S main interest^ * at the present 
time is concerned with the Negro question. At the 
National Convention PERRY was the spokesman for the 
left faction who criticized the report on the 
Negro question. PERRY and other delegates 
forced a vote on the question on whether the NY 
resolutions should be divided into two parts. 
As a result, PERRY and the left group received 
a crushing defeat. This apparently has not dimmed 
PERRY v s hopes for continued leadership in the 
District. PERRY continues to side with CHARLENE 
MITCHELL in opposition to BEN DOBBS and DOROTHY 
HEALEY on questions concerning Party policy 

POTASH, IRVING

QUEEN, DANIEL 

QUEEN is a newly elected at large member 

of the NC. 

QUEEN is Chairman of the Youth Commission 
of the Illinois CP and has been attending meetings 
of the State Committee for approximately one year. 
Despite his youth he has also served as an Instructor 
for a series of Illinois CP classes which were held 
In 1958 and 1959. QUEEN supports the policies 
of the Illinois Party leadership and there Is no 
information to indicate that he h£td either 
been closely associated with the supporters of the 
"right wing n or "left wing" viewpoints. 

His major field of Party activity is in 
youth work and he has been quoted as stating that 
the Party must place additional emphasis on the recruiting 
of young people « 

R ICHMOND 3 A£ 

RICHMOND was re-elected as an at larg$ member 

of the NC. 
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RICHMOND in the past has supported LIMA 
in the fight against two alleged -"left wing" factionalists 
and in the reorganization of other units when the 
units tended to support the factionalists.- • ■ 

The suit to revoke the citizenship of- - 
RICHMOND was dismissed -by US District Judge LOUIS E, 
GOODMAN so that there is presently no outstanding 
legal proceedings against RICHMOND. 

ROBESON, PAUL JR. 

ROBESON is a newly elected member of 
the NO, representing the NY District. ROBESON was 
elected a member of the New York State Committee 
representing the Harlem Region of the CP at the 
reconvened New York State CP Convention 1/8 and 9/60. 
He holds the position of Educational Director of the 
Harlem Region of the CP. 

ROBESON has been aligned with the left 
wing faction of the party. He has been engaged in an 
argument with EVELYN WIENER, Chairman of the NY 
County Committee of the CP over the way the Party is handling 
the Negro question. 

ROSENBLUTH, NATHAN 

ROSENBLUTH was re-elected a member of 
the NC, representing the NY District. 

ROSENBLUTH has remained relatively inactive 
during the past period. 

RUBIN, MORTIMER DANIEL 

RUBIN is a newly elected at large member 
of the NC as one of the two youth representatives. 
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He has been in charge of youth work in the Eastern 
Pfnnsylvania-Delaware District for some time and was 
District Education Director; until June, 1959. 
He is a member of the District Committee, Administrative 
Committee, District Youth Commission and District 
Organizing Committee. 

RUBIN has agreed to accept the position 
of National Youth Secretary. 

RUBIN is an ardent Marxist apparently 
devoid of any sense of humor, dedicated to the Party 
throughout the internal bickering of recent years.

TOOHEY 
threathened to resign as Chairman of the New Jersey 
District. Thereafter three members from the National 
Office appeared and urged members of the State Board 
to cooperate under the leadership of TOOHEY. As a 
result of pledges of cooperation by thos present, 
TOOHEY withdrew his resignation as Chairman of the 
District. 

As a result of apparent disgust"-' ; ; with District 
leadership JOSEPH BRANDTv aember of the -State Board, 
has adopted a practice of remaining neutral during 
meetings of the State Board. 

TORMEY, BETTY GANNETT 

BETTY GANNETT TORMEY is a newly elected 
member of the NC, representing the NY District, 
She is also the Educational Director of the NY CP 
and was on the payroll of the New York State CP 
as of 10/30/59. She teaches at the Faculty/ of Social 
Science. 

BETTY GANNETT TORMEY has been characterised 
by ELIZABETH GURBEY PLYNN as an overly ambitious 
person who would even " doublecross her husband, JIM 
TORMEY, if it meant getting ahead". 

TORMEY, JAMES 

TORMEY is a newly elected member of the 
NC, representing the NY Distirct. He holds the title 
of Kings County Organizer and is a full-time CP employee. 
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He has aligned himself with BILL ALBERTS 0N 
£gainst the BENJAMIN J. DAVIS, JR. forces, 

WEINSTOCK, LOUIS 

WEINSTOCK is a member of the NO, 
representing ' the NY District* He is also on the 
New York State CP Committee and Board, WEINSTOCK 
has recently been appointed Business Manager of "The 
Worker" and is actively engaged in raising funds 
for the CP. His other interest in Party work 
concerns trade union matters and nationality groups, 
particularly the Hungarians. 

WEINSTOCK has not openly been involved 
in any factional struggle, but his support has 
always been with the CP leaders of the left wing 
of the Party. 

WEST, JAMES 

WEST was elected a member of the NC, 
representing the Illinois District. WEST Is employed 
full time as Executive Secretary of the m -jmis 
Party, a position formerly held by his wife J I b6 

WEST has been a member of the Illinois State Committee 
since 1957 and was named Executive Secretary of the 
Illinois Party in July, 1958. He is ■ credited 
by many Party leaders by pulling the Illinois Party 
together in- an organizational sense and has handled 
a large majority of the administrative details 
connected with the operations of the Illinois CP. 

As part of the Illinois leadership, WEST 
has been required to defend that leadership from 
criticism by both supporters of the "left wing" 
and "right wing" viewpoints. He has not been a 
partisan of either viewpoints, but is regarded as a 
dedicated Marxist whose loyalty to the Party Is beyond 
question. 
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WEST can- be ejected to play -dominant - ■■ 
role in the new leadership of - the Illinois Party.. Since 
LIGHTF00T may travel extensively in connection with, 
his other assignments-. It can be expected that 
WEST will be doing the -work and exercising the- 
authority of the Chairman of the Illinois Party 
even though LIGHTFOOT amy still retain the title, 

WHEELER, JUANM 

WHEELER is a newly elected member of the 
NC, representing the Northern California Distirct. 
She has been employed at the " People *s World" newspaper 
for the past ten years and has handled circulation work 
and the switchboard, 

WHEELER is not engaged in any factional 
conflicts although her Party friends and assoicates would 
be descirbed as members of the "right wing" ♦ 

During the recent National Convention she 
was on the Women 1 s Committee and gave the Committee 
report at a General Session of the Convention, in 
which she emphasized the problem against women of 
minority groups. She has in the past held positions 
on committees dealing with Negro matters. 

WINTER, CARL 

WINTER was re-elected a member of the NC, 
representing the Michigan District. He continues 
to hold the position of Chairman of the Michigan 
District, 

It is noted that on 1/3/60, GUS HALL 
spent considerable time with WINTERS • It is believed . 
that WINTER and HALL will have a much closer relationship 

'than"H-i#& fl6D l v&th DENNIS. • 
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WINTER, HELEN ALLISON 

WINTER is a newly elected at large member 
of the NC, At the present time she -operates Global 
Books in Detroit, which store sells Communist 
literature. She is the registered owner of this 
store. 

WINTER continues to be active day by day 
in all of the affairs of the Michigan CP and attends 
all types of meetings contacting many Party members 
and sympathizers personally. She has been active 
as a leader of a group of CP clubs in Michigan and 
has assisted in coordinating the activities of these 
clups. It is expected that HELEN will follow much 
the same middle of the road course as her husband. 

PART II 

FRED BLAIR who has aligned himself with 
GTJS HALL is deeply concerned over the internal 
strife existing between he and ALLAN SHAW, former 
NC member in the Wisconsin District.

As a result, GERSON takes little or no part In CP 
activities other than amnesty matters and takes

In the Portland District a report was 
given by the CP State Secretary on CP finances 
which was extremely critical of NORMAN HAALAND, NC 
member and GAYLORD GINTHER, State Board member, 
for their failure to assist in reviewing CP funds 
records and otherwise offering no assistance.. 

It Is noted that prior to RAALAND t s 
selection as a NC member some question had been 
raised as to whether the CP of Oregon should be 
entitled to representation on the NC because 
of its past record of non-attendance at NC meetings. 
HAALAND has indicated he made suitable explanation 
for this lack of attendance.

CP. invention was held on the evening of 1/8/60, from 7' 30 p.m. 
tu4il 11 p.m. WILLIAM ALBERTSON introduced LOUIS WEINSTOCK 
whd would be the chairman for this first session. 

WEINSTOCK set out the following order of business 
for the convention: 

Friday, 1/8/60, report on 17th National Convention 
CP, USA by BENJAMIN J. DAVIS. Discussion of the DAVIS report. 
Adjournment at 11 p.m. 

Saturday, 1/9/60, convene at 10 a.m. Proposals for 
elections by presiding committee. Discussion and questions. 
Balloting. Reports and discussion. Report on the New York 
labdr policy by MILTON ROSEN. R eport on the New York legis- 
lative policy by l ~l Preliminary work of the CP b( 
by WILLIAM ALBERTSON. Adjourn at 6:30 p.m. ^ 

BENJAMIN J. DAVJS, JR., until this convention the 
NY State CP Chairman, then presented his report on the 17th 
National Convention of the CP, USA. DAVIS stated that he was 
very pleased about his new position as the National Secretary 
of the CP, USA, but had some regrets because it might necessitate 
his leaving New York because the Communist Party was contem- 
plating moving their headquarters tp Chicago. He said that 
at the 17thJ?ktional Convention, CP, USA, 60 officers had been 
elected to the new National Committee. According to DAVIS, 
the three most important points on the agenda of the National 
Convention were 1) work planning j 2) Party building; 
3) Press. DAVIS said that there will be a six month plan 
of action with special attention given to Press building. 
He described "The Worker" subscription drive as it presently 
stands as "a disgusting situation." He urged a wider distri- 
bution and circulation of "The Worker" through news stands 
and bundle orders in the work class areas. He said a 
special "Worker" bundle drive will start in February. He 
commented that a Press building conference has been planned 
by the Communist Party. DAVIS made reference to the activities 
of the CP in mass work, and said the principal question facing 
the Party is "how to Influence the i960 elections?" DAVIS 
said the main issues as pertain to the i960 elections are 
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peace and civil rights. DAVIS commented regarding Nazism 
and the resurgence of anti-Semitism. Questioned the 
convention as to how we can move the masses to realize 
the danger of this. DAVIS also commented that RALPH GLICK 
who had left the Party with JOHN GATES had returned to the 
Communist Party. 

PAUL ROBESON, JR. then spoke of the inactivity 
of the comrades. He urged that the comrades "stick together" 
like steel. He said we must examine the situation in Party 
work and determine hew we can get inactive comrades to become 
active . 

LOUIS WEINSTOCK took the floor and announced that 
on May 19, I960, the Committee For A Sane Nuclear Policy would 
have a mass meeting at Madison Square Garden. He urged the 
individuals present to attend. He also commented that the 
Communist Party planned building a trade union peace committee 
in the future. 

ARNOLD JOHNSON then spoke in reference to the role 
of the Communist Party in New York as pertains to the national 
economy. He stated the GUS HALL television interview on the 
MIKE WALLACE program was a great opportunity for the CP. 
However, according to ' JOHNSON, we missed this opportunity 
and it seems we always are too late to take advantage of the 
opportunities. He said the CP should have had leaflets 
prepared in connection with the interview of GUS HALL. He 
said it is now planned that leaflets will be prepared detailing 
this interview. JOHNSON made reference to coming events of 
interest to the CP, including Negro History Week, International 
Women's Day, and May Day. He also discussed the problems of 
school children in Manhattan, stating that one-third of them 
were white, one-third of them were Negro, and the final third 
were Puerto Rican. 

-LAURA (LNU) (phonetic) from Brooklyn spoke about 
the coming elections. She said the Puerto Ricans are afraid 
of the voting machines and are afraid of the literacy test. 
She said many stay away from registration and elections to 
avoid the test. 

MORTON (LNU) (phonetic) then spoke regarding youth, 
stating that the youth need leadership. 
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BELLA ALTSHULER then spoke about Party activities 
and urged that the comrades be aroused to more activity. 
(It is noted ALTSHULER became extremely mixed up in her 
speech, and many of the comrades present laughed at her. ) 

Affix KOLKIN then spoke, stating he regretted the 
fact that DAVIS would be leaving New York State. 

DONAH LITHAUER then spoke on trade unions.

The second session of the reconvened NY State CP 
Convention was held on Saturday morning, 1/9/60, and 
extended from 10:40 a.m. to 1:40 p.m. WILLIAM ALBERTSON 
called the convention to order at 10:40 a.m. and MILTON ROSEN 
was introduced as the chairman of this session. 

EVELYN WEINER spoke regarding anti-Semitism in the 
United States and in Germany. She said one thousand former 
Nazis were on court benches in West Germany, a second thousand 
were in government positions in West Germany, and described 
West Germany as a threat to world peace and especially tp the 
peace of the United States. WEINER commented that anti-Semitism 
is deeply rooted in the U.S. and she said that peaceful trade 
between the two sectors of Germany must be advocated and made 
an allr-people 1 s issue. WEINER suggested that the comrades 
have churches organize special Sunday meetings protesting 
anti-Semitic actions. She also recommended the comrades 
present read HERBERT APTHEKER's pamphlet on West Germany. 

BENJAMIN J. DAVIS then spoke and stated he saw a 
change in the Communist Party and that there was more unity 
within the organization. He called for mutual helpful 
assistance among the members and a collective leadership.

^ EVELYN WEINER then spoke on the Party and Press 

Duiiaing. She said the Party's press drive would extend 
from February 15th to June 1st. She said we must get 
tnree thousand new readers for" The Worker" and this will 
mean that we have one thousand new subscribers, one thousand 
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new bundle orders , and one .thousand news stand sales. 
WEINER stated the present press circulation in New York is 
4, GOO, which is 500 less than it was last year. She said 
we cannot build the press without actives. She said the 
leg workers are the backbone of press building. WEINER 
urged that every Communist section and club should have a 
Press Director as well as group of pace setters. She 
described the pace setters a£ being both Party members and 
non- Party members. "WEINER said the best results in the 
recent press drive were obtained by Garment who obtaiped* : 
300 new subscriptions in the last year. According to WEINER, 
the Loiter East Side got 54 new subscribers, and Buffalo is 
the most active in bundle distribution. She said Buffalo 
distributed one*- third of all the bundle orders. WEINER also 
announced that there will be a three and one -half month fund 
drive for "The Worker. " 

MILDRED MC ADORY, the session chairman, then 
announced that CHARLES DIRBA is ill and was going to have a 
serious operation. However, DIRBA had asked his doctor to 
postpone this operation so DIRBA could attend a birthday 
celebration in his honor on January 23, I960. DIRBA is not 
in attendance at this convention so he may rest up and be 
prepared for this birthday party and thereafter have his 
operation. 

It is noted this birthday celebration is probably 
the same as the affair which is to be held on 1/23/60 at 
8:30 p.m. at Estonian Hall, 206l Lexington Avenue, NYC, at 
which time DIRBA will speak on "his trip to Soviet Latvia." 

The chairman then introduced GUS HALL as the new 
General Secretary of the CP, USA. HALL spoke about his 
television interview on the MIKE WALLACE show and said that 
WALLACE had treated him "quite decent." He said his appearance 
on this interview show was indicative of the way the situation 
has changed. He described the newspapers as not being as 
aggressive as they were in the past and stated it is hard 
for stoolies and anti- Communists to obtain work. He said 
there was no more factionalism in the Party, that there was 
unity, that all the comrades were working together, and it 
was hard for the enemies of the Party to survive. He said 
these "stoolies f " had made a easy living in the past by 
writing books and articles regarding the Communist Party, 
but they do not have the opportunity anymore. HALL said 
we must keep together and exercise discipline and keep a 
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high standard of work. 

WILLIAM ALBERTSON then announced that on 
January 22, i960, there would fee a showing of the Soviet 
film "The Flying Carpet" at the Cameo Theatre, 8th Avenue 
and 44th Street, Manhattan, and that this would be sponsored 
by SCOPE. 

At this point the balloting took place and 
eventually WILLIAM ALBERTSON stated that the comrades could 
go home if they desired because of the late hour and the- 
fact that the hall had to be clear by 6:15 P»m. Most of 
the comrades left at this time.

On 2/22/60, NY 2359-S* advised that a meeting 
of the CP, USA Secretariat and invited guests, was held 
in CP Headquarters, NYC, on that date. Among those ±1 
attendance were: GUS HALL, EUGENE DENNIS, BEN DAVIS, 
IRVING POTASH, HY LUMER and JAMES JACKSON.X^ 

IRVING POTASH said that in handling the WINSTON 
case, the Party can learn two valuable lessons from the 
CHESSMAN case: 1. Lawyers must not give up easily on 
legal grounds, hut must use novel ways in fighting to 
arouse public sentiment. 2. Sentiment abroad can play an 
important role. JOHN ABT is not sufficiently enthusiastic 
regarding WINSTON'S case. MARY KAUFMAN, although not enthusiastic 
sees the political implications of the case and the 
possibility of arousing public sentiment 

BEN DAVIS said that even though the WINSTON case 
is lost in court, a lot can be gained by drawing public 
attention to the issues of Jim Crow, political prisoners, 
and the neglect and brutality shown toward WINSTON. Party 
lawyers should plead the equal protection clause of the 
14th amendment „ Party lauryers suffer from doctrinaire 
rigidity which was not true in the CHESSMAN case/g^, 

GENE DENNIS stated the Party can ask for an 
injunction against transferring WINSTON. According to 
DENNIS, the consensus is that IRVING POTASH should speak to 
JOHN ABT, in a diplomatic manner, with regard to having an 
attorney work on the WINSTON case who is more optimistic than 
ABT."" ' 




GUS HALL remarked that there is too much 
flabbiness and looseness in Party leadership. The Party 
must become more close-knit. The leadership must fight fo: 
the line of the Party — not through orders and dictates, but

through conviction arid firmness. For example, the Party- 
is not functioning effectively in mass work. The work of 
the Secretariat must be the key and the determining factor 
in establishing effective leadership. The Secretariat must 
be the nerve center of the Party in ideological and political 
matters* All departments in the Party must have a relationship 
with the Secretariat which will bring about a continuity of 
work in the Party., The Secretariat must be small in order 
to function effectively as the nerve center of the Party. \/\ 

JACKSON stated: responsibility must be fixed 
for leadership in the various areas of Party work such as 
in the legislative struggle fbr civil rights. GUS HALL, 
as General Secretary of the Party, should not take a 
permanent assignment in the labor field, but should concentrate 
on each key issue of the moment as it arises. GENE DENNIS, 
because of his disability, should not head an active committee, 
but for the next six months, or for the duration of his 
disability, . should make his contribution in the form of 
the written word and in the furthering of the collective 
thought through articles, through his work in the Secretariat, 
and through consultations and conferences with comrades in 
the various fields. GENE DENNIS could operate from his home. 
As to BEN DAVIS, his. role in Harlem should be subordinated 
to the full role he must play. Because of the physical 
condition of DENNIS, there are only four able-bodied people 
to handle all the areas of the Party 1 s work/££^ 

EiY LUMER asserted that the Party has gone 
through a period in which the authority of the leadership 
has been challenged and the membership is demanding the 
assertion of authority by the leadership. LUMER. felt that 
members of the Secretariat must take a dual approach to 
Party work, both as individuals and as members of the 
Secretariat >gv 
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EUGENE DENNIS explained that the important thing is 
to have a general understanding of the Secretariat and then 
get to work. He felt that the Secretariat should avoid 
trying to "funnel everything" through it and should single 
out questions for discussion.^; 

BEN DAVIS expressed opinion that there must be 
unity in the Secretariat if there is to he unity in the 
Party. He stated that the decisions of the Secretariat have 
to he followed and if not "we are not living up to Democratic 
Centralism." DAVIS agreed with GUS HALL that he is opposed 
to enlarging the Secretariat and is for a "tightening concept 
as you simply cannot have a collection of individuals each 
going his own way. DAVIS felt that at the time of the 17th 
National Convention the NEC underestimated the degree in 
which the membership wanted "to move, that they wanted 
a centralized leadership. DAVIS described HALL as the main 
operational leader of the Party and who is "first among 
equals." DAVIS expressed opinion that by the next convention 
the Party will not have a General Secretary, but a chairman 
or First Secretary of £he National Committee as it best des- 
cribes role and title .j^ N 

GUS HALL urged that PHIL BART sit in on the 
meetings of the Secretariat because of his position and also 
that CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, when he is in town, along with 
CLARENCE HATHAWAY should attend meetings. HALL also urged 
that the Party establish a system on financial questions and 
recommended that 2 or 3 comrades have responsibility in this 
field (No names were suggested 

BEN DAVES stated he could make his most valuable 
contribution to the Party by doing mass work in Harlem, His 
work in Harlem alone would Justify him being on the Secretariat, 
There is no one in the Party who can work in non-Party left 
movements in Harlem the way he can^f^

•-HJT LI3MER said in the Secretariat only two members 
have well-defined fiel&/8peration which take up full-time, 
JIM JACKSON and himself. The other three general officers 
do not have special departments in specified fields of woric, 
GUS HALL originally had in mind functioning as a labor 
secretary. That is not workable, but neither is the other 
extreme workable where members of the Secretariat work 
only on special assignments; Each member of the Secretarial;

DAVIS recommended that the three general offices?©

May Day Memo 

Dear Comrades: 

The Organization Committee has held its first discussion on May Day and 
urges that all districts immediately take up the matter of preparations for its 
celebration. 

May Day this year comes Just before the summit meeting when the issue of 
peace will be in the minds of millions of Americans and the people of the whole 
world. It will be the occasion for a review of a year of sharp struggles in the 
labor movement, foremost of which was the steel strike of 1959. It follows the 
gathering of Negro labor leaders for the formation of a Negro Labor Council and 
the increased demands of the Negro workers for participation in the leadership 
of the various unions in our country. The questions of civil rights, of inter- 
national solidarity, particularly with the Latin American peoples' democratic 
movements, of continued protest against the resurgence of Nazi activities and 
rearmament of Western Germany, as well as a number of other questions, will be in 
the forefront this May Day. 

In preparation fdr its observance, we make the following recommendations to 
all districts. They will undoubtedly be adapted to the needs of each particular 
district. 

1. We suggest that May Day meetings be held in every major city. Undoubtedly 
they will be indoor mass meetings. We are informed that in New York plans are being 
made for an open air demonstration. 

2. Wherever possible, we should work for meetings initiated by broader com- 
mittees embracing organizations. In New York, we are informed, a Labor and People's 
Committee is being initiated. 

3. In smaller cities and areas which we can influence, we should suggest the 
organization of meetings either in homes or local halls, under appropriate auspices. 

h. We propose that a national Party May Day statement be issued as a four- 
page foiaer, dealing with the major questions before the people of our country, in 
a quantity of 100,000. In order to assure adeuqate time for preparation, we propose 
that the draft of this statement be ready by the end of February, and that it be 
printed in time to reach the Party clubs no later than April l«th, so as to give 
adequate time for its circulation prior to May Day and prior to the special issues 
of The Worker and People's World . 

5. It is possible that the New York committee for May Day now in formation 
may publish a May Day pamphlet. If so, we shall let you know and you may order 
directly through them. 

6. We are informed by The, Worker that they will publish a May Day issue of 
2k pages in a quantity of at least 25,000, or 10,000 more than the regular circula- 
tion. We look forward to a further increase. This issue will be published a aay 
earlier than usual so as to allow more time for its circulation prior to May Day. 
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7. In your relations with other left groups which publish various material, 
we would suggest that you get information from them; as well as opinions on the 
nature of their publication for May Day, We are sure this will be of mutual benefit 
to both of us. 

8. In some areas requests for speakers will undoubtedly be made to The Worker, 
and should bd sent directly to them. Where speakers are requested from us, the re- 
quests should be sent to our office. We have already received two such requests, one 
from Los Angeles, the other from Seattle, 

9. We have set ourselves a number of objectives by or near May 1st. They 
include our participation in building the circulation of The Worker and raising 
funds in its present campaign. Our Party has also set itself certain objectives in 
each district for greater consolidation of the organization and an increase in Party 
membership. The period of preparations for May Day and the activities in connection 
therewith should be related to these campaigns. Furthermore, we have written you 
about certain legislative activities which are a part of the whole development of 
mass activities in the coming period. They are closely tied to the issues which 
will be in the forefront on May Day and will undoubtedly be the main slogans and 
questions raised in the demonstrations and meetings on or about May 1st. 

We would appreciate, following your consideration of this question, that 
you advise us of your plans,

LIGHTFOOT indicated that the Party should give active support 
to sit-down strikes in restaurants and chain stores in the 
South.

COMMUNIST PARTY (CP) was scheduled to be held at C P Headquar ters, 
5 Alpine Street, Newark, N* J,, on Tuesday evening, f I 
At 7:50 p*m*, a check of the premises showed that no neax nad 
been turned on and no one was there for a meeting. After 
waiting about fifteen minutes, a telephone call was made to 
LEW MOROZE who said he would be there right away* Around 
8:30 p.m. , MOROZE, DAVE VINES and WALTER BARRY arri ved* 
They all a pparently had been at MOROZE* s residence* I I

They stood outside in the cold as they couldn't 
get in due to JOE BRANDT having the only available key, , n 
BRANDT arrived at 20 minutes to 9:00 and said he understood ^ 
there were a dozen keys, although when he previously requested d 
the use of PATTOOHEY' s key he was told it was the only one 
available and that he should have others made* LEW MOROZE 
had been instr ucted by lette r to remind BRANDT about the key 
and to contact f I to instruct her to light the 

gas so that they would have some heat* This had not been 
done, and there was no heat available.

9:00 p*m*, and they decided to go somewhere and try to get

Then the question of Middlesex-Union Counties 
was brought up and TOOHEY reported on the letter from

VLADIMIR LACONICH to LOTTIE GORDON which MOROZE had given to 
TOOHEY. TOOHEY gave a report on his visit to LACONICH and told, 
in Party terms, that he had learned that the CP club there 
is falling apart and is under great pressure due to FBI 
interviews* He painted the picture of why they do not want 
to function as a club, that they were afraid and as a result 
no meeting had been held to elect a person to the State 
Committee* According to TOOHEY, a meeting would be attempted 
on Friday", 2/2/60, with the Middlesex group* 

> Following TOOHEY* s report on the Middlesex situation, 

BRANDT went into a tirade* He stated that he wanted to 

i speak about this once and for all* He said he has heard 
about these reports of FBI activities which only tend to 
demoralize the Party, With no aspersions on TOOHEY, BRANDT 

^thought they should look into this blaming of the FBI for all 
the things that are not being done by the Party* BRANDT wanted 
names, dates and facts concerning all of these alleged FBI 
interviews so the Party can track these things down and see 
what the pattern is and why perhaps there is a concentration 
in one area* BRANDT asked if they can permit people to just 
create upsets and perturbation in the Party based on unverified 
statements. BRANDT, in his typical windbag way, inferred that 
the reports of FBI activity may be a concoction by people 
who use this as a means of keeping the Party illegal, and 
BRANDT felt a stop should be put to it* BRANDT demanded 
that a committee be formed to look into the situation and to 
call in all the people involved in order to see if they 
are telling the truth or ^are just trying to demoralize the 
Party* - 

BRANDT was very loud and emphatic on this* His 
attitude was for these pedple to put up or shut up* There 
was a strong feeling by some that BRANDT was indicating 
(although not intended to be taken up* this way by BRANDT) 
that TOOHEY may have told this story just as an excuse for 
nothing being done in Middlesex* 

This discussion threw the meeting off the track 
somewhat; that is the raising of the question of whether a 
real or apparent danger (FBI activity) exists or that it is 
just an excuse for a lack of accomplishments* The effect 
of BRANDT'S outburst on the others was one of outright 
amazement and an obvious feeling that BRANDT was guilty

of recklessness* 

BARRY urged that they not go into the subject at 
all at this time and chided JOE BRANDT for the nature of his 
remarks and the implication that TOOHEY was just covering 
up for nothing being done in Middlesex, BRANDT interrupted 
BARRY and said that he had not meant to imply anything to 
TOOHEY. BARRY stated that TOOHEY had just given a factual 
report on Middlesex and explained why no delegate had been 
chosen* BARRY also said that any other questions raised by 
BRANDT were extraneous and should not be gone into at this 
meeting, 

DAVE VINES interrupted and spoke rather bluntly* 
He agreed with BARRY but wanted to say something concerning 
BRANDT'S remarks which he felt were reckless and thoughtless* 
VINES said that if BRANDT took the attitude that there is 
no FBI pressure on the Party in New Jersey, then BRANDT 
doesn't know what is going on and is remote from the Party. 
VINES stated that he could, if requested, name numerous 
persons who could give dates, times and facts to BRANDT 
regarding FBI pressure and that these members are good members 
and should not be charged as scaremongers using this as a 
coverup for not wanting to do Party work* He spoke about 
what he considered reckless in BRANDT'S remarks, namely the 
tendency to sneer and scoff at a reality that is a real 
problem* VINES said BRANDT'S approach would just make the 
Party insensitive and unalert to pressure against it designed 
to intimidate the people, to stop recruiting and to make 
FBI informants* VINES appeared very nettled at BRANDT, 
felt BRANDT was very adventuristic and also that BRANDT 
was impugning the honesty of the comrades who report to the 
Party that they were visited by the FBI. VINES also felt 
that if they did what BRANDT wanted, it would also mean 
that they would lose track of what the FBI was up to* 
VINES went on that any comrade who was denounced as a 
scaremonger; as using the FBI as a coverup for inactivity 
and of resorting to things which will hurt the Party 
by demoralizing other members, would be reluctant to tell the 
Party what is going on* VINES told BRANDT that if this is what 
he wants this is what he will get* 

MOROZE spoke next and was a little more vague* 
He did not speak as expressly as VINES but said there is FBI 
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pressure* He mentioned that I I recently was 

visited by the FBI and that she is no scaremonger* He added 
that DAVE ROCKLIN was also visited by the FBI and that only the 
other day the next door neighbor (of an un-named Party member) 
found a bug in their apartment and showed it to the Party member, 

BRANDT spoke again in a more restrained form. 
He had gone too far and only succeeded in arousing some 
questions in the minds of the others; the question of why so 
foolish in the face of evident fact* The subject was then 
dropped, BRANDT couldn't qualify his remarks as he had 
stated his position and the others had rejected it* 

After the meeting VINES was overheard saying to b6 
M0R0ZE and T00HEY that he concluded BRANDT wants to disarm 
them and quiet their sensitivity to FBI pressure* 

The next question was the 1960 elections* T00HEY 
related that ARNOLD JOHNSON of the National Office concurred 
with the views they had expressed at earlier Newark meetings 
regarding working for IRVINE TURNER* s election and also 
looking into other possibilities, namely having a Party 
person run for Essex County Freeholder* 

It was announced that at the meeting the night 
before of Essex people, they had set up a committee to look 
into the elections further* They would attempt to find a 
candidate for freeholder and study further the matter of the 
nominating petitions in TURNER'S campaign, etc* The Essex 
meeting also discussed and agreed with the State Committee's 
selection of directors of various committees* It was said

They discussed what could be done about a further 
meeting of the State Committee and decided on 2/16/60, when 
they would try to have a full complement and take up the 
question of Party leadership and structure* LEW M0R0ZE 
was to contact ELSIE JOHNSON to see if they can have this 
meeting at her residence* This is a tentative arrangement 
and if the meeting cannot be held there M0R0ZE is to make 
other arrangements. 
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In discussing the agenda for the planned meeting 
on 1/16/60 BRANDT blew up again* He said there should be 
one item on the agenda, namely the election of state 
officers and structure (state plus Essex County)* 

BRANDT asked T0OHEY if he was a candidate for 
New Jersey CP State Chairman, and T00HEY said why do you ask* 
BRANDT said that he had heard that TOOHEY was not interested 
and TOOHEY told him that this was correct, that he was not 
interested, BRANDT then made a big spiel and said that they 
couldn't go into a meeting on the 16th unless they worked 
out problems and conclusions on the question of leadership, 
etc, TOOHEY pointed out that they were trying to do this 
for several meetings since 1/17/60 and only had a quorum 
at one meeting and that there was no lack of effort, 
but local people including BRANDT himself missed many meetings, 
TOOHEY said this was the reason, and he couldn't go into a 
meeting with only his personal proposals. TOOHEY added that 
for these meetings, he had requested a National Office 
representative to come over and lend a hand by giving help 
, in regard to these questions but that he had gotten nowhere, 
Now the point has been reached where he is considered a pest 
and according to PHIL BART is troublesome to deal with* 
TOOHEY mentioned meeting with BART that afternoon and said 
there is a bad state of relations between TOOHEY and BART 
which is not of TOOHEY' s making but that it makes work in 
this district difficult. Moreover TOOHEY said he believes 
a change should be made, because he has been unable to unify 
a leading cadre and create a condition where there is a 
uniform acceptance of responsibility* The result is that 
all the work piles up on one or two persons with four or 
five others doing nothing but giving orations and criticizing 
the few who are working* TOOHEY said that if they want a 
State Chairman whose only function is to do all the work, be 
charged with all the responsibility of every kind and be a 
target for everyone else (who don't do any work) to take pot 
shots at, then he is not a candidate for such a job* TOOHEY 
said his personal business and family needs were neglected 
while those of others have been given priority* Now he feels 
his personal problems, family and employment needs must get 
attention* 

BRANDT went into another oration. He said that 
with no candidate for State Chairman, there is a crisis and 
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the National Office must step in* BRANDT proposed that he and 
LEW MOROZE go to the National Office to discuss the matter* 
TOOHEY objected. He said no delegation was necessary as the 
National Office is aware of the problem* and if they wanted 
to do anything they had full notification* Therefore, if 
necessary, LEW MOROZE only had to notify them of the date of 
their State Committee meeting* BRANDT asked TOOHEY why he 
objected to him being on such a committee, and TOOHEY told 
BRANDT that he didn't think he deserved to and that any 
discussion BRANDT would have in New York with the National 
Office would be distorted and inaccurate due to BRANDT *s lack 
of involvement in local matters* Thus, BRANDT had, in effect, 
no credentials for this role* BRANDT stated that he didn*t 
want to quarrel, but as a Party member he was entitled to go 
over to the National Office to discuss matters* TOOHEY 
agreed, just so BRANDT understood it would be on a personal 
basis and not authorized by the Party in New Jersey* 

After the meeting, MOROZE, TOOHEY and VINES were 
overheard having a general chat* MOROZE takes a very cagey

Dear Comrades: 



As you probably know, Comrade Henry Winston underwent a serious operation for 
a brain tumor in the Montefiore Hospital, Bronx, N.Y., His condition was so seri- 
ous that in response to demands, the prison authorities agreed to permit Comrade 
Winston T s attorney, Mr. John Abt, to fly with him from the prison hospital in 
Springfield, Mo. to the hospital in New York for immediate surgery. The serious 
seven -hour operation was performed on Feb. 2nd. There is no doubt in anyone's mind 
that had such a delicate operation been performed in prison, Comrade Winston might 
not be alive today. 

At the present time the hospital lists Comrade Winston's cdndition as still 
"serious." The tests so far taken indicate that the tumor might not be malignant. 
However, definite determination of that has not yet been nfi.de. At this writing, 
Comrade Winston does not have vision in one eye and only restricted vision in the 
other. He still does not have the use of his legs. 

The legal status of Comrade Winston is as follows: Before transforring him to 
Montefiore Hospital in New York, the authorites in Washington gave assurances for 
immediate parole. Thus far there is every indication that they have reneged on 
those assurances. As a matter of fact, ever since Comrade Winston arrived at the 
hospital, prison guards have been stationed outside hie room day and night and he 
is considered a patient in federal custody subject to removal to a federal prison 
at any time. What that means as an obstacle to his recovery, you can well imagine. 

The urgent necessity of the moment is to launch the broadest campaign possible 
for immediate medical or any other kind of parole a for ; Winston . The following in- 
dividuals and organizations have already joined in such a demand: Rev. Edler Haw- 
kinfl », Moderator, the New York Presbyterian Church; Norman Thomas; A. Phillip 
Randolph; Roger Baldwin; Rev. A. J. Muste and others. !■ These individuals have sent 
letters and son© have personally intervened with Attorney General William P. Roger; 
George J. Reed, Chairman of the U.S. Parole Board, and James V. Bennet, Director of 
the Federal Bureau of Prisons.

It is urgent that you take immediate steps to involve everyone possible to fol- 
low the example of the above -individuals. Such action must be taken immediately , 
if it is to have any effect . The campaign should be directed towards contacting 
prominent individuals on the broadest humanitarian approach as well as organiza- 
tions and people generally. Wires and letters should; be addressed to Attorney Gen- 
eral William P. Roger, Dept. of Justice, Washington, p.C. and copies sent to Mr. 
Reed and Mr. Bennett, both at 101 Indiana Ay^i^ Washington, D.C. 

The attention of all people and organizatioiiQ should be drawn to the fact, we 13. 
known even to the federal authorities, i^i -'M$lffi*im: authorities at Terre Haute 
where Henry Winston was confined for some four, years had wilfully neglected the 
serious complaints of Winston and for a period of several months failod to examine 
him, to hospitalize him or to treat him. It is as a result of this negligence that 
Winston's condition became so grave and at the presenjt time the authorites are fur- 
ther aggrav^ng their negligence by placing obstacles in the way of his recovery by 
refusing to grant immediate parele and by maintaining; prison guards at the hospital, 

We are enclosing (or sending you under separate cover) reprints of material 
which you may use in the furtherance of this campaign. We propose that the reprints 
from the New York papers be mailed to a number of selected individuals and organiza- 
tions with a covering letter by a defense orgpanizat ion which may already exist in 
your district or any ad hoc committee set up for the purpose. Such action must be 
taken immediately . 

We would also propose that the Chicago Committee to Defend Democratic Rights 
be enlisted to take care of mailings throughout the Midwest. 

We propose that special district committees be set up to promote the campaign 
and enlist the activity of National Committee members in their locality. 

We also propose that the press be approached personally and through letters. 

Get well cards should be sent to Winston at the Montefiore Hospital, Bronx, N.Y. 

The National Secretariat has pledged to Comrade Winston to do everything pos- 
sible to bring about his recovery and freedom. We ask you to help us in every way 
possible so that together we may redeem that pledge.
